Sir: 


1. This memorandum is responsive to your inquiries to 
me of 8 February concerning the assignment of military 
personnel to the Intelligence Community Staff (IC Staff) and 
the Central Intelligence Agency. 

2. I would first like to discuss the arrangements that 
normally bring about the assignment of military personnel to 
us. The Department of Defense looks upon the IC Staff and CIA 
as a single entity. We submit, on behalf of both units, a 
consolidated request to the Department of Defense for military 
personnel on a fiscal year basis. The consolidated request is 
subsequently followed by a compilation of job descriptions 
which specify the talent for which we are looking. Ranks are 
also specified. At Attachment A you will find the latest 
authorizing document, responsive to our request, from the 
Department of Defense. You will note that the military person- 
nel are designated as either "Assigned Personnel" or "Detailed 
for Duty With". The agreed definition of "Detailed for Duty 
With" is: 


"‘Detailed for Duty With* personnel are 
those persons assigned to Department of Defense 
units which provide support to the Agency but 
remain assigned to bona fide military units under 
the control of the Department of Defense." 

These "Detailed for Duty With" personnel generally perform in a 
non-substantive fashion but render supporting services, such as 
guards at some of our overseas installations, expediters for 
Agency administrativ e matters at either Departm ent of Defense 
Washington agencies an< ^ similar type 

supporting f uncti ons^^^^a^n^^D^^^v^^n^^represent the type 
individual you had in mind when the discussion came up and I 
have, accordingly, deleted them from any further consideration. 
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3. I have put at Attachment B a schedule which shows 
where within the IC Staff and CIA the assigned personnel are 
utilized. Of the total of ^Bauthori zed, there are at the 
moment 15 vacancies. 13 of^nis number are for the use of the 
IC Staff. It is my understanding that Staff has not identified 
specific positions for them but would use them, based on their 
qualifications, against existing vacancies. Two vacancies 
exist in CIA for Air Force officers, primarily in the economic 
field. They are Air Force Captain billets. There is not an 
intention of seeking nominations in the near future. 

4. Attachment C contains a listing of military person- 
nel on duty in the IC Staff, their grade, position title, and 
ro tation date. I am informed that a commitment has been made 
to to hire him as a civilian employee in 
April 1977. I am additionally informed that an agreement has 
been made with the Federal Bureau of^hive^^q^^or^^accept 

one of their individuals to replace July 25X1A 

1 977. In addition to information c o rusmTe^^n^^acnme n t C, 
you should be aware that the IC Staff has made i nformal _ arrange- 
ments within the Department of Defense so that an additional 12 
officers are on duty but are not assigned. It is my understanding 
that in the major they serve on various NFIB Committees, such as 
Information Handling, Security, SIGINT, etc.

6. I would close with a few general observations. As 
you can see from the information submitted, it is primarily 

the Intelligence Community Staff that makes use of substantively 
qualified military personnel. The Agency tends to use them 
primarily in a supporting role in the fields of aviation support, 
administration, and Military Police. There is flexibility in 
the system so that on an annual basis, and by negotiations with 
the Department of Defense, we can increase or decrease the 
military input to the Agency.
